[t appears that a freight train had arrived 
it Niantic and backed in on the sidetrack 
from the west end to let an eastbourid 
train pass. After the train had passed 
•astward, the freight pull out and started 
in its way westward.' A brakemau on 
the caboose called to a bo} phi} ing base 
ball near the track to "go and lock that 
switch." The l«jy did so, obeying orders 
to the letter by Licking it, but he left it 
npen - that is, left it just as it was when 
the, 
freight passed out. Then the boy 


returned to the diamond field. 
Later 


another westbound freight 
train came 


steaming into Jhe town, going at the rate 
of about four or five miles JUT hour, and 
Engineer Hchevers was at his post on the 
lookout. The glare of the evening nun 
obscured Ins vision somewhat, and he did 
not observe that the switch was open un- 
til he was within a few roils of it.

brought lx>fore Judge Greor in the county 
court, and Sheriff Foster aeiected n jnry 
of six persons, all nf whom were colorexl 
except the foreman, t«j investigate whether 
or not he is insane. H. B. IJurfee, Esq., 
appeared for the people. The. jurymen 
were Dr. B. F. Sibley, foieman; Isaac Ro- 
fjan, Huston Singleton, Calvin Simpson, 
George Price and William Pric*. After 
hearing the teatimonx of witnenaes and a 
very simple and unimportant, statement, 
by the accused, the jury retired and 
brought in a verdict declaring Sir. Yates 
insane; that bis insanity is nf ten days' 
duration, nnd that his menial derange- 
ment was caused by over-study; that lie 
is 1!H years of awe; tlmt, he doet* manifest 
homicidal tendencies, that he is a pauper, 
and that he in a tit person to be confined 
in the state asylum for medical treatment 


The testimony of Mr. Fields was to the 


the effect that on Saturday night, Yates 
threatened to cut bis throat, and made MI 
attempt, to do so by striking at him with a 
pen-knife. Mr. Fields also testified that 
Yates had frequently declared himself t 
be .femis Christ, and that h« had come to 
save the world.

They should reali/e the fact that vi- 
tiated air is constantly, by day and 
night, exuded from the skin, passing 
from the lungs in so large quantities 
that proper ventilation is the cheapest 
way of obtaining a sufficient supply of

The amount o! effluvia exuding from 


the skin is much greater tlmii most 
persons may suppose: and the quantity 
of carbonic gas that every human be- 
ing daily expires is enormous.

wcat is of Home importance lo know 
and consider is that il chiefly consists 
of waste that should not remain with- 
in the limits of the skin, nor should it 
be again absorbed, to vitiale the blood 
and tissues. It is impcrati\e that all 
foul effluvia from the lungs or skill 
should be constantly passing tiom tiie, 
system, and be as constantly replaced by 
pure air, thai may improve instead of 
impair the health. 


The difficulty in \entilatingdwellings, 


to exchange foul air for fresh in such a 
way as to do no hnrm. is that which 
may arise from chilling draughts and 
sudaen changes of temperature. How 
much fresh airnm-sl be admitted into a 
living room, for any given number of 
human beings, is a question 1hat de- 
pends for answer on the number of in- 
mates, their occupation and .state of 
health. It is plain enough that tho 
amount of vitiated air depends upon the 
amount of respiration and perspiration 
—upon the quantity ot waste that exer- 
cise may expel. 


Some scientists, whose experiments 


and observations ar« worthy ot all trust, 
have reported that each person in a 
room should have 1,001) cubic feet of air; 
or, a room ten feet square and ten tt et 
high. 
A school-loom forty tcet in 


length, ten in height and forty in widtlt, 
mus,t hold 10,000 cubic feet of air, or air 
enough for sixteen persons Now. many 
school-rooms h:>.\e these dimensions, 
and still contain forty uclioliir-. 
The 


amount of fresh air reallv needed lo pre- 
^cllt an undue accumulation ot waste 
from the skin and lungs should be 48,- 
000 cubic feet per hour. This amount 
of fresh ftir ought to be so admitted into 
the school-room us to pre\ eiit harmful 
and unpleasant draughts. 
Are any of 


our school-rooms so constructed as to 
secure this needed amount of ircsh air11 
We have measured several school-rooms 
in Chicago, and have never found that 
they were so arranged as to j ield these 
results. 
Many school-rooms do not ap- 


proximate it. The results generally are 
that the schools have been in session in 
winter hardly an hour before the win- 
dow's must be raised, and draughts ot 
chilling uir be admitted to strike the 
heads and shoulders of the inmates 


Similar remarks miiy be truly made 


regarding bed-rooms. 
Physicians often 


have occasion to observe that the venti- 
lation of sleeping-room^ is still too much 
neglected, even by the respectable and 
cleanly, and when called to visit ser- 
vants in the niglil, the need of icntila- 
tion is strongly and strikingly illustra- 
ted. 
The servants are not to blame, or, 


at least, not always. 
Their beds arc 


usually placed in low attics tliat have 
no means of ventilation, solhal, bv the 
early morning hours, if not hetore the 
crowing of chanticleer, the air the.v me 
inhaling is outrageously oflensive. 1'liv- 
sicians too often observe, also, Unit in 
the sleeping rooms of the poor and ig 
norant hardly 200cubic tcet are allowed 
for the inmates. 
No doubt ignorance of 


the ill results of breathing vitiated air 
is one cause of what we often smell. 
Every housekeeper should allow die 
standard space of 1,000 mine leet foi 
each person sleeping within lus dwell- 
ing. In two or more prev ions essav s we 
have referred to this subject ot venti'a- 
tion of bed-rooms. We, ourselves, nev- 
er retire to rest without first op. mnp; ,i 
window ten to thirty inches, and then 
keep it open until we rise to prepai e for 
the duties of the dav. 


A cheap and effective way ot venti- 


lating a sleeping room is lo place a liali- 
inch board, six inche-, wide, below the 
lower sash, Fit it to each shoulder of 
the window frame. 
In this way the 


outer air will pass fieelj between the 
upper part ot the lower sash and the 
lower part of the upper siisli 
It this 


arrangement do.^, not admit tivsh air 
enough, pull down the upptr .sash an 
inch or two, but this is lardy nucessai}. 
—Prairie farmer.
